“On January 11 1991 the Towns of Ossipee, Effingham and Freedom met with 
Delbert Downing and Vernon Knowlton of the Water Resources Division of the 
Dept. of Environmental Services, Senator Heath, Representatives Daly & Jean, 
representatives from Central Maine Power, 2 representatives from the General 
Court, other interested parties, and members of various property associations sur- 
rounding the lake. 


‘CMP has notified the State of NH of it's intention to sell the dam or if a sale is 
not possible to discontinue the dam. As we all know this would be a disaster for 
us all 


‘On January 16, 1991 the Selectmen of all three Towns met in Effingham for an 
Organizational set-up. At this time what we now refer to as the Ossipee Lake 
Dam Authority became a reality and papers were initiated for approval of the At- 
torney General. 


‘On January 31, 1991 the Selectmen of all three towns met in Freedom and 
agreed upon a ceiling figure for a routine maintenance fund. This ceiling figure 
was set at $30,000.00 temporarily. It is possible this may be reduced in the fu- 
ture. To activate this fund each Town will have an Article on their respective war- 
rants asking the people to appropriate these funds. The amounts for each Town 
were determined by the percentage of Equalized Valuation of each Town. Ossi- 
pee will be asking its voters for $15,930.00, Freedom's share is $9,360.00 and 
Effingham must allot $4,710.00. 


‘It is estimated that the Operational Cost for a year will average $9,000.00. This 
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is the amount that must be replaced in the fund each year. Next year, if every- 
thing goes as estimated, Freedom will be asked to appropriate 31.2% of the 
$9,000.00 or $2,808.00. 


“A third meeting is scheduled for Thursday March 1, 1991 at the Ossipee Town 
Hall if anyone should be interested in attending.”

We are losing our long time treasurer this year, other officials are up for 
reelection and some citizens will be running for election.

As I enter my tenth year as Chief of Police in Freedom, we can look back 
and see many changes that have occurred.

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FREEDOM CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1991 


The Freedom Conservation Commission had a moderately active year in 
1991. We met almost every month. There were several consultations and 
site reviews in addition to our regular meetings. 


Much of our time and energy was devoted to the Wetlands Permit review 
process. We are responsible for reviewing applications for Wetland Permits 
in the Town of Freedom. We routinely review all permits and make recom- 
mendations to the State Wetlands Board in Concord. The Wetland Board is 
the group which makes the final decision on these permits. 


We would like to take this opportunity to remind property owners in 
Freedom to file a permit application for any work which you are planning in 
or adjacent to a wetland. A wetland is carefully defined by our zoning ordi- 
nance, and if you have an area which has water standing on it for even a 
portion of time, you might very well have an area defined as a wetland. Any 
work on or near this area will need a permit. Docks, roads, culverts, clear- 
ings, etc., are all types of work which require a permit. If you have ques- 
tions, please feel free to call any member of the Conservation Commission. 
Permit applications can be obtained from the Town Clerk. 


The Conservation Commission awarded a scholarship to Leif Erickson to 
attend the Youth Conservation Camp sponsored by the Society for the Pro- 
tection of New Hampshire Forests. He gave us a report and we feel that this 
is a valuable program. We are currently receiving applications for scholar- 
ships to the same program in 1992. 


During the summer, we sponsored a program on Deer Yard Manage- 
ment for property owners in Freedom. We are grateful to the Extension Ser- 
vice for presenting this program. 


The Conservation Commission has been encouraging the Trust for New 
Hampshire Lands to consider certain sites in Freedom as possible areas for 
establishing conservation lands. 


We are currently in the process of establishing a Conservation Commis- 
sion library and map resource room at the Town Hall. 


We invite your comments and suggestions anytime and we encourage 
any interested citizens to attend our meetings at the Town Hall.

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MT. WASHINGTON VALLEY ECONOMIC COUNCIL 
1991 REPORT 


Established in November, 1990, the Mt. Washington Valley Economic 
Council (EC) is a non-profit community development corporation. As a pub- 
lic-private partnership, the EC works to improve the economic vitality of the 
region. A (twenty five) 25 member Board of Directors governs the Econom- 
ic Council with twelve (12) towns in the region having the right to appoint 
one Selectperson as a Director and the remaining fourteen (14) decided by 
the membership. The Council has seven (7) committees, as well, being re- 
sponsible for completing specific work activities. During 1991 the Council's 
accomplishment include: 


Job Retention. In cooperation with the U.S. Small Business Administra- 
tion, the EC established a no-cost business counseling program. 


Financing. The EC has sponsored several workshops and seminars on 
business and financial planning which were attended by over 500 business 
people. In December, the EC sponsored an information meeting with the 
New Hampshire Director of the Small Business Administration on the agen- 
cy's new financial programs. Council representatives have worked with the 
Congressional Delegation on these changes. Because of the lack of credit 
for worthy business ventures, the Council is documenting the need for in- 
creased credit through a Revolving Loan Fund. 


Economic Marketing. In cooperation with the State, and through partici- 
pation at trade shows, the EC is marketing the Valley and western Maine to 
prospective companies. Work is progressing on a revitalization plan for Mill 
Street in Conway. 


Communications. Over 150 participants attended the Economic Summit 
in January, which highlighted area problems and opportunities. The Council 
has met with members of the Congressional Delegation and key state offi- 
cials to work on Valley problems. The EC has informed the public of its ac- 
tivities through regular contact with the media.
